rates was desired by those companles, after
incurring s heavy loss in Lhelr revenues, walle
the effort increased the prestigs of this com-
ny by bringing Its shorter lines and belter

After the fallure of this atlempt the managers
of the lirle Company, by means of large sums
of money suddenly realized from & confiding
public in & manner at least anworthy of imiis-
vion,disregarding thecomity which should exis!,
in rélations between Individuals or oifficers of
corporations, and against popular sentiment
and publio rights endeavored lourraltapmthy
com peiition for the Lratic between the East and
West through the control of our connseoting
Jines, and by thiis means divert business from
ita patural channels to Lneir elreuitous ronte Lo
the seaboard. The polley of your Board has
heretofore been 1o llmiv 1is Investments outside
of Penpaylvania to those companies that thoy
originally deemed it preper Lo asslat for the
purpose of seouring connedtlons with the then
existing lines whose Interests harmonized
with 11s own, The restless spiritof our rivals
in the East and West has, however, rendered
it necessary Lo make our conneotions with the
cblel trade-contres of the Wedl more perfect
apd less liable In the fature o mo-
lestation and Interruption. This has been
done to & greal exient through & recent
Jease to the Plutsburg, Cincinoatl and Bt. Lounls
Rallway Company (known us the Pan Hundle
route), guaranteed by this eompany, of the
Hnes of the Columbus, Chlcago and Indiana
Centra! Rallway Company, which has direct
eonnections with Indianapolls, St Louls, Louls-
ville, and Chlcage,

These arrangements will reguire a consider-
able pmount of money, 1o be applied especially
to the Increass of rolilng stook, to render Lnem
productive. Thia it is proposed Lo ralss by
giving to the stoock holders of Lhe Pennsylvania
Itallroad Company reglstered upon Lthe bonks
of the company on the thirtleth day of April
next, the privilege of subieribing Lo twenty-
five (23) per cent. of thelr boldings at that time

With the proposed Increase of capital the
Board entertain no difionity lo mml.mul.ur:

op that stream to Lthe summit, and down
the waters of the Alisghiony to that
river at the confluonoa of the Mahonlog,
and thenoe (o Plitsbarg. This loe 1s deslgaed
ohiefly for the trensportation of freight at a
slow upeed, with n view to sn cheapsn |is cost
#i Lo competa with the water lines loading to
New York. Upon no portion of this roonte is
thare n gradlient against the heavy trafe to the
Eust exceeding ten fool ir mile, or sixtesn
feot mgnlust the westward bound Lrade, oxcept
for about four miles at the summit, where i
gradient of forty-elght feat Infavor of the heavy
transportation Is nsed, and for about fonr miles
near the mouth of the Mabhoning, where fl Ly -
five feel por mile mav be adopled,

Until the traflic justiies the applioation of
fAkplstant power at these points, the fall foads

The management of Lhe Phlladelphla and
Erie Rallroad, under 1te Goneral Superinten-
dent, A, L. Tyler, Esq., and his asalstant. W. A,
Haldwin, Ksq,, also refieors much eredit upon
them from the reduction of axpences reallsed
1o the movoment of Iis trafMie per ton.

In sapport of his 1esolution, Mr. Snowden

some of the stock of the company; but under
Lhe continued assanlts of varlous partles upon
the lotegrity and wisdom of it8 management,
1 disposed of it rather than go loto a critieal
Invesi/gation a8 to the truth of the charges
Last gnmmer an opportunity presenied ilself,
in company with one of the first rallroad men
of the United States (Colonel Thomas A, Seott),
of passing over the line of the company's roud
in Pennsylvania and other connections in the

Weal, 1o Chleago on the North wnd St, Louls
on the Soulh, and when [ came to estimate
Lthe great work that this management had ac-
complished in securing the great trade now
passing over their lines, and whieh muast be
flmost ndefinitely Increased in the future, I

felt that the few cold words of pralse
wWere not sufficlent 10 express the
gratitude that we as auneylva
nians, snd especlally as Philadelphlans,

sbonld feel lowards the men who, by & wise and
far reaching policy, had sccomplished these
great resulte, Not only, however, have this
mensgement prepared for the future traffio of
the great West, but they have, by a judicious
course, extended lateral roads through various
sections of the Commonwerith; and wherever
the band of the Pennsylvania Rallroad has
rested, Lhere has prosperity bloomed and;blos-
somed 88 the rose, Therefore, to-day I feltita
rrlvllene a8 well as a duly to rise up here in
his meeting of stockholders and express the
sincers sense of gratitnde I feel, as a citizen of
this Biate, towards Lthe managers, and pride in
ihe work that this road sceomplished, which
bas done more to develep thé true intercsts of
the Btateand eity than almost allother agencles
combined."
